This was one of the Great Council, 
that conſulted how they. might' take 
Teſus of Nazareth King of the F-ws, 
and put him to Death. This was 
he,that deliver'd to Fudas the thirty 
pieces of Silyerout of the Treaſury; 
after they had all agreed upon it ; 
but when he was brought before 
him, and he ſaw the Witneſſes could 
not agree together upon their Exa- 
mination , that they might have 
longer time to lay their Heads toge- 
ther, and more readily agree in 
their Accuſation, ſends thenr to his 
Nephew Caiphas, they being both 
High- Prieſts that year. 

When he comes before Cariphas, 
he Examines him, and finding they | 
+5 could 
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could not yet agree in their accuſing 
him; rather than he ſhould want 
full Witneffes againſt him, and'for 
that ler him go ; he with the reſt 
of thetn that were Aflembled toge- 
thet for the very purpoſe, all tlie 
High-Prieſts and Elders, and the 
Scribes,for manythere were that dit 
betr falſe Witneſs againſt Inm, bir 
their Witneſſ:s agreed: not yet roge- 
ther. Edo 
Now the Great Aſerhbly being all 
met, as I ſaid before, to this very end 
and purpoſe, & conſulted and agreed 
thus farcher of him: He hath of late 
raiſed Lazaris ont' of the Grave, 
after he had been four days dead, 
and began to ſtink, and many of 
the Jews believe on him already, 
from the Miracles that he daily 
ſheweth amongſt them, and'more 
eſpecially. for this Miracle that he 
wrought even now, of raiſing L- 
- Zaru#5 from the Dead 5 and it 15 not 
barely a Report, to make a noiſe for 
a while, bur it'is, *as to Matter of 
C 2 Fact, 
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Fact, a very great Truth and a Mi- 
racle, for ſome of us both heard 
him ſay at the Graves Mouth, La- 
z4arus, come forth, and he immedi- 
ately as ſoon as this Man had call'd 
thus to him, he that was dead came 
forth, bound hands and feet, with 
Grave-Cloaths about him, and a Nap- 
kin upon his Head ; And this Man 
Jeſus commanded ſome that ſtood by 
fo looſe him and let him goa; and 
many of the Fews that were there be- 
-lieved on him, and went away with. 
Mary and Jeſ#s ; but wecame toac- - 
quaint you, what we have both ſeen 
and heard, John 11. 43. | 


Then the Chief-Prieſts, 

John 11. 4,94 Elders, with the Scribes 
- ani Phariſees further con- 
ſulted, and ſaid ; What do we? for 
this Man doth many Miracles, and if 
we let him thus alone, all Men will 
believe on him, and the Romans will 
come and take away from us both our 
Place and Nation. .Caiphas ; ſaid 
Ano 
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unto them, ye know nothing w- 
at all, nor conſider, that it Prophefies 
i expedient for us, that one agginit 

- Mas ſhould die for the Peo. Met: 
ple, and that the Nation periſh not 5 
and this he ſpake not of himſclf, but 
God order'd it ſo; that the Prophe- 
ey ſhould come out of his own 
Mouth, and this heing Recorded 
as, his Opinion, doth ftill remain, 
that out of his own Mouth himſelt 
ſhould be condemn'd at laſt ; And 
ſo from that day forward they took 
Counſel together to put him to Death.

And- when they ſaw that all their 
Machinations and Contrivances pre- 
vaild nothing to the purpoſe, at 
laſt they hir'd two Soldiers, and 
gave them Money to come and ſwear 
againſt him in the High-Prieſts Hall; 
And they with a loud and clamorous 
Voice exalted above the reſt, witlr 
open Mouth ſay, Thu Fellow ſaid, [ 
am able to deſtroy the Temple of Goa, 
and to raiſe it again in three days:

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And ſo hewere,this being all Truth; 
bur he ſpake of his Body, as the A- 
oltle Paul ſaith, Our Bodies are the 
emples of the Holy Ghoſt.

{ hen they began to ſpit upen him, 
and to bufſſet him, and ftrite him 
with the Palms of their Hands, and 
to-revile him as a Peltilent Fellow, 
and one that ſow'd Sedition and Re- 
bellion among(t them ; and they 
bliad-folded him, azd [mote him on 
the. Face, and (aid unto him, Pro- 
pheft: now unto us, (Chriſt!) who it was 
that ſtruck the: ; Andatlalt, finding 
_ they could not agree together as to 
the putting of him to death, andto 
pals Sentence upon him, for they 
all acquieſc'd inthe jult Merits of his 
Condemnation ; yet he muſt be farſt 
ſeat to Poxtizs Pilate, their Chief 
Goveraor : But before we come to 
that, we mult obſerve the Words of 
our bleſſed Je/as verify'd concerning 
Peter, one of the beloved Diſciples, 
who follow'd after his Maſter to the 
High-Prieſt's Hall,to hear what they 
{aid of him, and did with him.

that have once deny*d their Saviour,

The Famine being grievous in the - 
Land, Abrahams takes his Wife Sa« - 
rah, and travels into Egypt; and-it 
came to paſs, when he came near to'en+ + 
ter into Egypt, that he- ſaid unto Sa> - 
rah his Wife pres now,” 1 know 
that thou art « fair Woman to lock.

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Again Abimelech ſaid unto Abra» 
ham, What faweſt thou inme, that 
thou haſt doxe this thing ?

But now, Peter, this-1s no excuſe: 
for:thee; for Abraham, in ſaying, ſbe- 
was his Siſter, did not deny her to 
be his Wife ; . moreover 1a all Apes, 
and all times, eſpecially in the times 
and” places. of Plague, Famine, or: 
Sword, it hath been allow?d to lomes 
to fly, and either' to..cquivocate or 
cxcule 
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excuſe .the Queſtion , when pro- 
pos'd by implacable Enemiesz Our 
> Saviour himſelf before his Diſciples 
were fully prepar'd for Perſecution, 
and found in themſelves they were 
notable to ſtand the hard and ſevere, 
or Fiery, Trials they might be put 
upon, and ſohis Name, or his great 
Cauſe, might ſuffer by ir; therefore 
to avoid ſuch; bid them, 1f zhey per- 
ſecuted them in oneCity,for my Name- 
fake, and the Goſpels ſake, to fly 
into another; but this was no deny- 
ing him, and the Church hath al- 
ways allow*d it, in two Caſes eſpe- 
cially, to fly and avoid Perſecution 
The one, if the Church was in its 
infancy, and not come to 
full trength,then it might 
'be lawful for the Miniſters 
or Diſciples of Chriſt ta 
ria, when flee Perſecution, tothe in- 
he ſaw the tent the Goſpel might be 
Farangl preſerv*d, leſt ſmiting the 
On Prot Vee © Shepher dthe Sheep ſhould 
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be {catter'd ; And the other is, in 
Caſe, as I mention'd before, they 
find themſelves not yet ſtrong 
enough, or courageous enough for 
Perſecution , and ſo the Glory of 
God, and the Name of our Great 
Maſter, and the Honour of the 
Church of Chriſt, might come to 
be diſhonour'd : This as to 'the 
firſt. 

St. Paxl to avoid Perſecution, 
was let down the Wall in a Basket, 
when the Governor of Damaſcus 
ſought his Life ; and thus we find 
the Apoftles themſelves ſhunn'd the 
Storm, becauſe they were the In- 
ſtruments immediately deputed by 
Chriſt to propagate and convey the 
Goſpel tothe-World : And thus did 
Primitive Saints and Martyrs who 
wanaer'd about in Diſarts and Moun- 
tains, and in Dens and Caves of the 
Earth, and'ſorhave equaltyavoided 
Raſhneſs and Cowardlinefs. 

The ſecond only gain'd a little re» 
fpit for the preſent, that they _ 
- utter 
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ſuffer wich the greater advantage af- 
terwards, thus did Foſeph and Mary,, 
from the Command of God by an 
Angel, flee with their Child,the <heu4 
Bleffed. Jeſu 7nto Egypt for fear of 
Herod, 

But, Peter, 'twas quite contrary 
with you, you was not call 'dto ſut-. 
fer, neither tothe High-Prieſts Hall ;. 
yet -thou voluntarily deny'dit thy. 
Maſter, thy Saviour, and thy Re- 
deemer, whooft had told you what. 
you mult expect, and that the zime 
would: come, that he muſt be betrayed 
. into the hands of Sinners; and but: 
the very night before told you, that. 
vou all: would be offended. becauſe of 
him, and that the time would come, 
and was now at hand, that you atl- 
would forſake him, inthe time of his 
Derehton, and: the be left alone :: 
And didſt not ghou thy felffay ? This: 
Was 4 herd faying, andiwho could 
bear it f and RETR hon wouldſt not be 
offended” becauſe of him, and if all 
forfook him, yet wouldft not thon ;

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True, thou didſt not ſo much for- 
ſake him, asdeny him, which was 
worſe. | 

And, indeed, Peter, I muſt follow 
thee, as thou didft thy Maſter, the 
Ever-Blefſed and Eternal Jeſu, the 
Saviour of the World, to the High- 
Prieſts Hall ; And Pardon me, Pe- 
ter, if I exaltly oblerve every be- 
haviour of thine there. It 1s not 
out of any ill to thee, Peter, for I 
very well know the love andvalue 
thy Maſter hath for thee, but thar. 
I may delineate thee to the Lite, as 
fully and as well as] am able in this 
little Exchiridion, what Sorrows, 
what Sufferings, what Stripes, what 
Indignities, what Reproaches, what 
Revilings, what Dereliftion, what 
Abnegations, what Wounds, what 
Agony,, and what Unexpreffable 
Tormeats, what Extenſive, Con- 
vulſive, Diſtorſive, 'Lingring, and- 
Cruciating Death, thy . Lord and: 
Maſter, but our. Chrift, oor Savi- 
our, our Redeemer, our hs 
an 
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and our bleſſed Feſa, our Advocate, 
not only now in Heaven, where he 
#5 exalted above all Principalities and 
Powers, Thrones and Dominions ; but 
while he was here on Earth, the 
Immaculate Lamb,the moſt beloved ' 
Son of. God; beloved of the Father 
from all Eternity,- before ever the 
World was,and Lamb of God which 
taketh: away the Sins of the whole 
World ; he - {ſuffered and endured 
here on Earth for us, which made 
hum bitterly complain,and cry out ; 
Behold, and ſee, all ye that paſf by, if 
there were ever any Sorrow like to my 
Serrow, any Wounds and Torment s 
like mine, which I have receiv'd in 
the Houſe of. my friends.

| and ſent him away very 

early (it being a workof darkneſs,) 
to Pilate, and they themſelves 
came after to accuſe him. Plate, 
entring the Tribunal Seat , ask'd 
them, What accuſations they did 
bring againſt this Man, they anſwer 
and fay in general, If he were not 4 
"5 Gor, we would not have deti- 
ver'd him up to you ; Pilate being 
unwilling to meddle in this Aﬀair, 
perceiving it was for envy. they 
accus'd him, and not any thing of a 
juſt Offence ; Pilate ask*d ther, 
Why they did not proceed againſt 
him, and judge him according to their 
Law, and not to trouble him ? The 
Jews ſaid unto him, It is not lawful 
for us to put any Man to death, that 
the ſaying of Jeſus might be fulfill d, 
which he ſpake, ſig nifying, what Death 
he ſhould die, as he himſelf had pro- 
pheſi'd of himſelf; And they ſball 
deliver him to the Gentiles to mock, 
8nd to ſcourge, and to crucifie, 
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Then Plate enter'd the Judg- 
 . ment Hall, and when he ſaw no: 
body come againft him,. calls to. 
Tefwes,, and faid unto him, Art thou 
the King of the Fews ? Thinking 
happily he'might trap Jeſus in his. 
words, but'Feftes as cautioully ask'd. 
him another Queſtion ; Haſt thou 
faid this 'thing of thy ſelf, or did 
others tell-ix thee of me?” Pilate un- 
ſwer'd him, Am 1 a Few? Thy own 
Nation, "avid the Chief Priefts, have 
«Helyoer dl thee to-me, "What haft thou- 
done ? For ws yet mine-raw teftify any: 
'thing ag a; im, for they had nor. 
:as'yet-thetr pretended PaQ&ready, 
whereby tozccuſe htm 3 (moreover, 
they found 'PHate ro-be very ſtrict 
4n-his'Exarninztion, -and very un- 
-will:ng - to-*be both 'Aceuſer and 
Judge, -and'made them A 
£0 anlwer to-any Particulars, ill 
they had drawn up fall propf 'a-. 
punFinm;(ceing a General Cha 
had no-tnfluence upon Plate e'Y Fas 
faid unto Pilate, my Kingdom ts oe 
| 0 
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of this World : Pilate therefore [aid 
unto him, Art thou F _ _ 
Teſus anſwered, Thou [ayeſt $hat 1 aws 

4 Ko 4 For this Canſe ”_ I:born, 
and for this Cauſe came Þ into the 
World, that T ſhould bear witneſs to 
the Truth : What « the Truth ? {aath 
Pilate: Jeſus anfwered, Every one 
that ts of the Trath,heareth my Voice, 
Plate then goes ont to the Fews, ani 
Fells them, If they had nothing elſe: 
to ſay againſt Feſws of Nazareth, 
he muſt, and will, diſcharge him; 
for-he, for his part , found no fault 
in 'him at all, John 1V. v. 29: to: 
v.39. D%.. 

Then when they heard this, ra- 
ther than he ſhould be diſcharg'd, 
the whole Multtrude ran in with 
open mouth, and began to accuſe 
him, ſaying, If we muſt come to. 
Particulars, we are prepared. We 
found this fellow #eaching Sedition 
and Rebellion, and endeavouring to 
pervert the Nation from paying [77 
bute jo Ceſar, and (aying, That = 
- 
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ſelf is Chrift, « King; faith Pilate, 
I have heard of this already, and 1 
will hear no more of it: I muft 
diſcharge him, if this is all you 
have to ſay ; for I tell you, I car 
find no fault in the man: Then they 
were the more fierce againſt him, 
but all to no purpoſe, ſaying, He 
ftirreth up the People, teaching 
throughout Jury , beginning from 
Galilee, to this place, Pilate being 
now quite wearied out with this 
Nonſenſe, and hearing he was a 
Galilean, knew, that he belong'd to 
Herod's JuriſdiQtion, and turns him 
over to him, Luke 23. 8. whom he 
knew to be at og mr at 
oy pn that time, and therefore - 
7d fore ſends Jeſus to him, who 
had been deſirous of a loxg 
ſeaſon to ſee him, becauſe he had heard 
many things of him , ana _ to 
ſee ſome of his Miracles aone by 
him. | 
Then Herod begins to interrogate 
Jeſus, and finding he could get no- 
thing 
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thing from him, nor no Miracles to 
be done by him, & being moſt vehe- 
mently accuſed by the Chief Prieſts 
and Elders, ſaying all manner of 
Evil againſt him, that the ſubtilty 
of Men or Devils could invent, for 
they diftruſted to have any good 
done by Plate, and therefore con» 
cluded, this was the laſt Stake they 
had to play, and thereupon reſolv'd 
to make the beſt of it. They ſaid, 
That He pretended to be a King, and 
had forbid them to pay Tribute to 
= Earthly Monarch, and that he 
did frequently ſow :Sedition a- 
mongſt the People; and moreover 
{aid, He could deft roy the Temple,and 
build it again in three days: But he 
anſwered nothing to all this. More- 
over, Herod was informed, they had 
been before Azzas and Caiphas, and 
that their Witneſles could not agree 
together, and that Plate could find 
no juft Accuſation of Death againſt 
him, and; upon that account, had 
ſent him to him, which he took 
very 
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very kindly from Pi/ate, and; upon 
this occaſion;: they two were made 
freena's, which! before had. been at 
Variance: and: Enmity for a great 
while. 

Notwithſtanding, Herod calls a 
Council of: his'migltity Men, and 
they: debate the Matter amongſt 
themſelves, but yet could find' no 
cauſe of Death in him, more than 
the violency of the People, ſo that 
Herod was neither willing to releaſe 
him, nor yet to condemn him but' 
He and his Nobles-make ſport with 
him 'a while , ſet him at nought, 
mock'd him, and arrayed him in 4 
Purple Robe, (others, a White Robe) 
out of deriſfion to his Regal Power, 
and on purpoſe to render him more 
the People's Scorn, and the moreto: 
enflame their Mercileſs Cruelty,and 
thus return him back again to Pz/ate 
with thanks, and a great Comple- 
ment for the'grand favour he had; 
done _him., in-ſending this Male- 


faCtor the Kjng of. the Jews to him. 
I 
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E have Robe'd him, and given 
him what Ignominy. and DelpiteT. 
thought convenient, bur as for his 
Death, or tocandemn him, belongs 
not.to:my. Province, . but. more 1m+ 
mediataly, to. you, under. T iber je. 
Ceſar's. Government-. 

And'thus, our Dear, Lord and $a- 
viour,the,Lord of Life and Glory,is 
carried, firſt to Annas, then fo Gi 
phas, then to Pilate, afterwardsito 
Flerod,and now back toPilateagain, 
toſs'd and. tumbled. up and down, 
and permitted no wheretorreſt, but 
poſted and hurried, from one Court, 
Council,and Judgment=Seat,to ano- 
ther, and none-could yet determine 
the matter ,. but blind-folded,, ſpit 
upon, and ſtruck .in one. Court, . 
bound, mock'd, : ſet.at nought; and 
array/'d jn another; thump'd. and 
reviPd in another ; and icourg'd- 
and butfetted almoſt in all, bur yer 
' not acquitted or, diſcharg'd in any... 
Well might he bitterly complain; 
Foxes. have holes,. and: the Birds of 
the 
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the Air have Neſts, but the Son of 
Man hath . not where to lay his 
Head. 

Now a ſecond time is 
Teſur before our dear Jeſus brought be- 
Pilatea fore Pilate from Herod's 
ſeemd Court; Pilate being now 

_ much concern'd ' at the 
Clamoyr abroad, that was made 
apainſt Jeſus of Nazareth by the 
moſt rude and common People, that 
run more by Tumult and Cry, than 
Reaſon or Judgment, and it ap- 

earing all along to be m—_ un- 
handy, inconſiderate Malice, Plate 
reſolves to trouble himſelf no more 
with this ſort of Cattel, but now 
he was minded to hear, what the 
Chief Prieſts, and Rulers, had to 
ſay,of themſelves, Luke 23,13. 

You have brought this Man be. 
fore me again, What have you to ſay 
againſt him? And finding, they had 
no more to ſay, than what they had 
ſaid to Herod before, That he was 4 
Deceiver, and one that cy 
rac 
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the People from their Duty and Al- 
legiance to the King, and calls.him- 
ſelf a King: Says Pilate, I have 
been credibly informed, that in one 
of his Speeches he made: ro the 
People, he exhorted them quite 
contrary, to give Tribute to 
whom Tribute is due, Cuſtom to whons 
Cuſtom is due, And moreover, zo 
give #0 Ceſar the things that are C#- 
ſars, and. to God the things that are 
Gods : And we. have all read: the 
Scriptures, . and we know that they 
are all full, and abound every where 
almoſt with PrediCtions of a Savi- 
our , and of a M#ias, and of a 
Chriſt, and of a King of the Jews, 
and this may be the Man, as far as I 
know .This we.are all ſure of, that 
he hath given ſhrewd Demonſtra- 
tions of his Godhead and Power, 

and why may henot be your King ? 
Forthwith they all cry'd out with 
one Acclamation, We wift have 29 
King, but Ceſar: But hold, faith 
Pilate ,. If I muſt be his Judge, I 
E. muſt 
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mult ground my Reaſons upon good, 
clear, full, and agreeable Evidence, 
before I can condemn: him; I am 
nat yet free te condemn, I proſets 
plainly , I have great Anxicties of 
Mtod; and there 15 one thug that 
continually difturbs my Mind of 
late, that I meet . with -in- my 
Thoughts at every turn , and that 
is, That ftrange Miracle that was 
wrought by him of late, which 
noneof you can be 4gnorant of, and 
that is, 'the railing of Lazer from 
the Dena, after be has. been in the 
Grave:faxr days, and begau to.ftiak : 
This is a very gtcat thing, and a 
wonderful Miracle,let us rather pers 
mit him 2 whnle to go on farther 
with his Miracles, and if he be the 
Son of God, more and:greater Won- 
ders. than theſe will appear, but if 
he be a.P/endo-Chriftus,a falſeChritt, 
or a falſe Prophet, we will imme- 
dtately condemn him. 

But, ſay the Jews, it we let him 
20.09 thus, and. he ſhould do more 
Mira. 
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Miracles, :he Romans will come tm 
upon 14, and take away from ts both 

our Nation 41d SyRagagnes''': . | 
Now when P:/ae flaw; they ſtill 
perſiſted in this ettyious and male 
cious Impeachment, faith he,! 7 
have brought this Max here before ave, 
as owe that ſeancerh rhe perpie.Behold, 
Gentlemut! Sikacem che Counts 
Cryert I tnuſt ſpeak plainly;behold, 
there he ftands,, I have *examMed 
him according. to the ftrifneſs of 

the Law, CC —_— 
asI amicapabls of ;and Ihave crofs 
examin'd'him,. toſ{ce if Icouldtiap 
him in his words;'-but Tprofeſsbe« 
fore you all, 1 find ns fault at all in 
this man, touching thoſe things where 
of .ypn- urenſe' bim. Nay, Silence, 
Gentlemen, T pray,” and hear me a 
littte farther: .You-your ſelves very 
well know, 1 was willing to give 
you all che fatisfaRion,that poflibly 
I could. I did not clear him , nor 
acquit him, "the time before, tho I 
might juſtly haye _ ; for there 
2 Was 
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was nothing 'from your Accuſati- 
ens, that was worthy of Bonds or 
Impriſonment, much leſs of Death; 
yet, to pleaſe you, ſeeing you were 
fo eager of his Death, and withal, 
to ſatisfy my ſelf of Hero's opi- 
nion,:I ſent you your ſelyes with 
him bound before Herod,and I know 
you have no mean thoughts of He- 
rod's Juc ment, ' and! you know, I 
{uÞÞole, tHat his opinion was, 7 hat 
he found nothing worthy of Death in 
him, but hath return'd him back 
again to me, Luke 23. 11,15. , 

I will therefore thaſtiſe hims, and let 
him go. Moreover, you know, that 
you have a Cuſtom, that T ſhould re- 
leaſe unto you one at the Paſſover, I 
will therefore releaſe unto you the Kjng 
of "the Jews, then they came all in, 
crowding at the Door, and crying. at 
once with &« loyd woice, - Away with 
this Man, and releaſe unto us Barab- 
bas. 

Now Bar«bbas was one, that for 
Robbery and Murder in the City, 
was 
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was caſt into Priſon. Pilate, being 
willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to 
them. But they cry'd, ſaying, Cru- 
cify him, Crucify him , Matth. 23. 
' 19, 20, 2I, Pilate reſolv'd then 
$0 ſee, if the following Severity, ts 
a ever bleſſed Jeſu, would ſatisfy 
tTNEm. ; 

Pjlate then took Feſus,and ſcourg*d 
him, and the Soldiers platted a Crown 
of Thorns, and put it upon his Head, 
Well might 1/azab ſay of the Sin of 
the Jews, - Tour Fands' are defiled 
with Blood, for now were our bleſ- 
{ed Saviour's Back and Sides all-in a 
Gore-Blaod ; The Chaſtiſement_ off 
our Peace was upon him, and by hu 
Stripes we are healed. Surely he haths 
born'our Griefs, and carried our Sor- 
row, yet we did eſteem him ſtrickes,: 
ſmitten of God, and affliited. 

He i deſpiſed and rejeG@ed of Men, : 
a Man of Sorrows, and acquainted: 
with Grief, which made: the Cry: 
break out of his Sacred Mouth, 
Behold ! If any Sorrow be like unto\. 
E 3 my 
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e#y Sorrow. And 1/ciah further tells, 
how his Diſciples would leave him 
abthis:time, And we hid (as it were): 
eur Faces from him.

tuted Wretches'Spittle. 


How, 
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 How,O- Lord,are thy Tender-and 
Holy Back and Sides buffetted and” 
bleeding with their Jewiſh Stripes, 
and thy Cheeks ſmitten with their 
filtby and brawny Hands: Who-, 
Lord, is able ta behold all this, and 
their” Heatts. not. bleed; and -even 
faint'away, to ſee, how he is thus 
brought out, by P/laze's.Command, 
before all the Jews, who lead him 
up and down by the Hair ot his 
Head-; Speaking of its Excellency 
and. Beauty. in the Centic/ss, where 
all his Graces are ſet forth , And bs 
Hair, as black, . and as buſhy, as « Ra 
ven,now ſerves only as an Halter to 
lead him and drag himalong. 

Then faith -P:/ate, Tho*'I bring: 
him forth to you thus mangled and 
torn, yet it 1s ofily to- pleaſe and 
appeaſe you, bur [ find no fault in 
him, John 19.4, Then came Jeſus 
forth,wearing the Crown of Thorns 
and the - Purple Robe, and Pj- 
late faith unto: them, Behold the 
Mar, ver. 5. And this could nat 
E 4 be 
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be aCted, without a Prophecy to 
the Jews. 

Tour Hands are defiled with Blood, 
and your Fingers with Iniquity. 
Your Lips have ſpoken Lyes, and 
your Tongues have uttered per- 
verſe Things. None calleth for Ju 
ftice, nor any pleadeth for Truth. 
Their Feet run to Evil, and they make 
haſt to ſhed innocent Blood, Their 
Thoughts are Thoughts of Iniquity , 
Waſting and Deſtrultion are in their 
Paths. JOSgInent is far. from them, 
neither to do Juſtice doth it over- 
take them. - 

Again, Judgment us turned away 
backward, and Juſtice ſtandeth afar 
off, for Truth # fallen 1m the Street, 
and Equity cannot enter, Ila. 59. 

And again, T/4;ah faith more to 
the ſame purpoſe , Yea, Truth fait- 
eth, and he that departeth from Evil 
(alluding to our Saviour) maketh 
himſelf” a Prey, And the Lord ſaw 
it, and it diſpleaſed him, that there 


was Ao Tudoment, 
Jueg And 
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And he ſaw there was no Man, and 
wonder'd that there was no Interceſſor ;. 
therefore his Arm trong ht Salvation 
wnto him, and hu Righteouſneſs ſu- 
ſtained him, for he put on Righteouſ- 
neſs as a Breaſt-plate, and as an Helmet 
of - Salvation upon his Head, and he 
put on Garments of Vengeance for 
Cloathing, and was clad with Zeal 
as a Cloak, According to their Deeds, 
accordingly, he will repay Fury to his 
Adverſaries, and Recompence to his 
Enemies, © | 
Thus we may fee, how the Spi- 
rit of God leads out the good Pro» 
phet, and not only him, bur all the 
Patriarchs and Prophets3 they are 
all full, and abound, with the Pre- 
ditions and Prefigurations of Holy 
Feſt; of the Meffias ; but more eſpe- 
clally this Prophet Iſaiah. Herod 
before, and -the High-Prieſts and 
Soldiers now at this very time, can- 
not open their Mouths, and make 
Sport with ourdear andever-blefſed 
SaVIOUr, but it ſhall be foretold.

innocent and harmleſs Jeſus, fuch,. 
that all this Blood had not yet fatif- 
fied their Blood-thirſtineſs : But 
when 'the Chief Prieſts and- Offi- 
cers law. him, they cry;d out, _

Parts of Man; from ſuchi vaſt quan- 
tity of Nerves and Sinews uniting 
and terminating in thoſe places: 
And they were pierc'd only in thoſe 
extream Parts, ſo far diſtant from 
the Heart, on purpoſe that the ex- 
quiſiteneſs of their Torments and 
Dcath might be the more lingring 
and tedious. *Inſomuch that ſome, 
Out 
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out of tender Compaſſion, have cau- 
ſed ſome to be ſtrangled before they 
were Crucified, as'Falins Ceſar did 
the Pirats he had ſworn to execute 
on the Croſs; Seton. in Fit: Ceſar. 
Cap. 47. p. 76. But no ſuch favour 
was fhewn to Chriſtians; they were 
fuffer'd. to remain, during all theſe 
cruciating Pangs, till mere Hunger 
ſtarv'd them, or the Merey of wild 
Beaſts,:or Birds of Prey, diſpatche 
them.

., Timpthers and his Wife Mars, 
after many other 'Forments, hung 
upon the Croſs nine days together, 
before they compleated their Mar- 
tyrdom. Nor was the Shame of 
this way of Suffering leſs' than the 
Pain of it; Crucifixion being the 
Puniſhment of Slaves, Traitors, and 
the vileſt of MalefaQors : Infomuch 
that for a Free-man todye thus, was 
accounted amongſt thera the higheſt. 
Degree.of Ignominy and Reproach”

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imaginable. Therefore the Roman 
Hiſtorians call'd it Servile Supplr- 
cium, a Puniſhment only proper 
for Slaves. But this Puniſhment of 
the CroſsConftartire took away,out 
of Reverence to our Saviour, not 
being willing, that that ſhould be 
the Puniſhment of the vileſt Male- 
factors, which had been the Inſtru- 
ment whereon the Son of God had 
purchas'd Salvation for Mankind.

This was love indeed, that at 
fach a time as this was, while the 
rage and malice of the Jews was 
ſilt boiling hot in them, and ſeeing 
all his Diſciples had left him before 
this Day of Trial, thou might'ſt rea- 
fonably have expetted, that their 
TCmalls 
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remaining rage might have ſpent it 
ſelf Go y ſhould have 
ſhewn any manner of kindneſs to 
the Remaining Body of a Crucify'd 
Feſws. Yet true Faith carry'd thee 
beyond fear; come Life, come. 
Death, nothing can or ſball ſeparate 
a true Joſeph, a truly devout Soul, 
from the Love of Chriſt Jeſus. 

Yet, withal, we may from hence 
obſerve the Prudence and Care a 
Chriſtian ought to have: | He went 
privately, in reſpe& of the Jews, 
whoſe precipitate rage had ſo lately 
embru*d their hands in the Blood 
of an Innocent, harmleſs, Fea, and 
was ſtill reeking hot with that Cru« 
elty ; but yet boldly, in reſpeCt of 
Pilate, he went in, and begg'd. the 
Boay. of Feſus...

& had ſo long time waited. 
O Bleſſed Foſeph 'Had"ſt nor thou 
took care of the Son of God, of Fe- 
{us of Nazareth, the King of the 
Jews, of the ever-bleſſed Fe, Re- 
deemer, and Saviovr of the World, 
to have given him decent Burial, 
his. ſacred Body might -have laid 
all mangled, torn, diſtorted, and 
extended'upon the cold Earth to the 


mercileſs Cruelty and ſavage Na- 


ture of Wild Beaſts, and Birds-of 
Prey. But this was deſign'd from 
all Eternity, that-thou ſhould'ſt be 
the Man appointed by the Hypoſta- 
tick Counſel of Heaven ; I fay, to 
be the Man to embalm and entomb 
the Body of the ever-bleſſed Jeſus ;
